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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued that the Huang 
reference does not teach a grating type which allows for oscillation of light, and lacks motivation for combination. 
The Examiner does not agree. Huang describes the use of the grating at col. 3 lines 35-54 and fig. 5. Huang teaches the light to oscillate 
with the crests at the trough portion of the loss grating section such that the light oscillating in the device is not affected via use of the phase 
shifting section in the grating. Huang then motivates why one of ordinary skill in the art would use this grating type at col. 3 lines 55-60 and 
fig. 6 wherein it is described that light reflected back towards the grating from the exterior of the device would be absorbed by the lossy 
grating and therefor not interfere with device operation. 

The Applicant has additionally stated that Huang's grating does not have a varied effective refractive index. The Examiner points to fig. 5 of 
Huang side B wherein it can be seen that the peaks of the gratings contain material that is not found in the troughes. This inherently forms 
a varied effective refractive index in the grating structure. 
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
